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Incomplete Response 

In the correspondence mailed by the Office on 01/17/2006, the Examiner had requested 
that the Applicant contact the Examiner for a discussion of the claims, especially the proposed 
amendments made to claim 26 by the Examiner. The Examiner, in order to advance prosecution, 
had spent considerable amount of time reading the Application and drafting the proposed 
amendments to claim 26. The Applicant had ignored the Examiner's request and the proposed 
claim amendments and had rather decided to present a different claim amendment, which is a 
replica of the old claim 26 (which can be easily rejected). Although, the Applicant can refuse to 
accept the Examiner's proposed claim amendments, however, the Applicant must acknowledge 
the Examiner's effort and record the reasons for refusing the Examiner's proposed claim 
amendments in order to complete the file pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 1 . In fact, any Examiner's 
recorded action requires an appropriate response from the Applicant under 37 CFR 1.111. Here, 
the Applicant should either contact the Examiner to discuss the Examiner proposed claim 
amendments or provide a written response thereof. Applicant is herein given one month to 
respond to this correspondence.
